Write  a newspaper  article,  one  to  two  pages  in  length,  complete  with  a headline  and  any 
illustrations  that  you  feel  are  appropriate. 

Report  on  conditions  in  Scotland.  Interview  at  least  two  people  from  the  play.  Write  your 
story  in  modem  English,  but  use  quotations  from  the  play  whenever  possible. 

You  can  write  for  any  newspaper  or  magazine  you  like,  ancient  or  modem.  Feel  free  to  write 
in  the  style  appropriate  to  the  publication  you  select.

Write  a quotation  at  the  top  of  each  page;  then,  below  each 
quotation,  write  a brief  analysis  of  it,  explaining  why  you  think  it’s  an  example  of 
Shakespeare  at  his  best.  Then  create  or  otherwise  produce  an  image  that  you  think  illustrates 
the  quotation.

• Copy  your  quotations  accurately,  and  include  the  act,  scene,  and  line  numbers. 

• If  you  enjoy  drawing,  draw  your  images.  If  you  prefer,  download  your  images  from  the 
Internet  or  cut  them  from  magazines.  Your  artistic  ability  isn’t  being  assessed  here; 
focus  on  creating  a meaningful  representation  of  the  verbal  image. 

• In  your  analysis  of  each  quotation,  explain  why  your  image  is  effective  and  significant. 

•Use  the  pages  included  here  or  your  own  paper.  Use  a computer  to  print  the  quotations 
and  write  your  explanations  if  you  wish.

In  Lesson  3,  you  were  given  a suggestion  for  a journal  entry  about  why  Macbeth  is  so 
effective  on  the  stage.  Use  the  ideas  in  your  journal  as  the  basis  for  a short  essay  on  the 
following  topic: 


Macbeth  is  the  shortest  and  swiftest  moving  of  Shakespeare’s  tragedies,  and  many 
critics  believe  that  it’s  the  most  successful  on  the  stage.  In  an  essay  of  approximately 
250  to  300  words,  explain  why  Macbeth  would  have  had  such  lasting  appeal  to  theatre 
audiences.

• Think  about  the  appeal  of  the  characters  in  the  play. 

• Create  a thesis  statement  for  your  essay,  and  include  an  introduction  and  conclusion. 

• Organize  your  ideas  into  effective  paragraphs. 

• Use  a computer  for  this  assignment  if  you  wish. 

• Revise  and  edit  your  essay.  Submit  your  polished  copy  for  assessment.
